AUDIT REPORT ON THE ACCOUNTS OF THE VISVA-BHARATI UNIVERSITY, SANTINIKETAN FOR 

THE YEAR 1977-78 


1. Introduction 

Visva-Bharati Society was established in December, 1921 and was registered in May, 1922 as a Society under 
the Societies Registration Act, 1860. Visva-Bharati Society was converted into a Central University with the en- 
actment of Act XXIX of 1951 of Parliament. 


2. Finance and Accounts 

While functioning as a Society, Visva-Bharati was being financed from the income derived from the invest- 
ment of the Eife Member’s Fund in Govt. Securities, subscriptions frem ordinary members, private donations, grants 
from State Government (Govt, of West Bengal), income from funds created with gifts, bequests and other donations 
to the society earmarked for the purpose specified by the donor and other sundry receipts. 

Consequent on the enactment of Visva-Bharati Act 1951, the main source of revenue of the University is the 
grants received from the Central Govt, and the State Govts, as well as grants from other bodies like Indian Council 
of Agricultural Research, Council of Scientific and Industrial Research, etc., for specific purposes. The University 
has been receiving grants from the University Grants Commission from 1955-56 onwards. Internal revenue of the 
University from research publications and periodicals, tution fees, rents etc. forms a small potion of the total 
receipts. 

The following table gives a comparative picture of the assistance given by the University Grants Commission, 
Central Government, State Governments and other bodies and internal revenue during 1971-72 to 1977-78 : — \

3. Utilisation of grants 

Of the grants received for specific purposes, an amount of Rs. 1 8,88,264 -57 (i.e, Rs. 17,33,213 43 out ofU.G.C. 
grants comprising 56 items and Rs. 1,55,051 T4 out of grants by Central and State Governments and other bodies 
comprising 15 items) was lying unutilised as on 31st March, 1978. This included an amount of Rs. 16 T3 lakhs 
being a portion of the grants received in March, 1978. 

Some of the grants which have not been fully utilised date back to 1962-63. 

Tn 52 cases expenditure incurred upto 31st March, 1978 in excess of the grants amounted to Rs. 5,03,275 -20, 
the earliest case relating to as far back as 1965-66. 

4. Preparation of Accounts 

The University prepares a Receipt & Payment Account and a Balance Sheet. Preparation of Income & Ex 
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penditure Account was discontinued from 1958-59 in accordance with the guidelines approved by the Samsad (Court) 
on the recommendations of the Artha-Sachiva (Treasurer) as per Resolution No. 2A dated 23-12-58. 

It was suggested by Audit in 1972 that a single consolidated Income & Expenditure Account comprising all 
departments of the Visva-Bharati be prepared. The University stated in December, 1978 that a Committee set up 
by the University Grants Commission had recommended preparation of the Annual Accounts on cash basis and ll e 
decision of the University Grants Commission was still awaited. 

5. Comments on Accounts

6. Comments on Accounts 

Balance Sheet — Liabilities Side 

Excess of Assets over Liabilities /Income over Expenditure : 

Amount of Rs. 1,51,252-68 ,Rs. 20,150-11 and Rs. 8,316 -44 shown in the balance sheet of the University 
against Santiniketan Palli-Samgathana Vibhaga and Palli Siksha-Sadana respectively have been adopted from the 
Separate Balance Sheets of these Units wherein these amounts have been exhibited under “Excess of Assets over Lia- 
bilities,” The Income & Expenditure accounts of these units have not been furnished with the final accounts. The 
circumstances under which the balances of these units have been exhibited in the balance sheet under “Excess of 
Assets over Liabilities” for balancing the Final Accounts have not been explained in the accounts. 

7. Sundry Debtors/Advances/Outstanding Fees 

The University has a large amount of money due to it as on 31-3-78 as detailed below : —

The University has not been able to furnish year-wise break-up of the amount, excepting that of Rs. 21,67,698 -87 
(pertaining to Santiniketan Account only) from 1973-74 onwards and that ot Rs. 82,910 -83 (pertaining 
to Granthana-Vibhaga only) from 1967-68 onwards. 

Bad debts, if any, had not been determined with a view to their write off. 

8. Physical Verification of Stores Stock, Library Books and Original Manuscripts and Palnl lings of Rabindra Nath 

Tagore 

There has been physical verification at irregular intervals of stores, stocks, library books and original manu- 
scripts of Rabindra Nath Tagore, Stock Registers are not being correctly maintained. Furniture and fittings are 
also not being systematically numbered to enable physical verification. No official or department has been entrusted 
with the responsibilities of conducting physical verification of stores and stocks. 

Visva-Bharati possesses original manuscripts of Rabindra Nath Tagore, which have not been classified and 
catalogued. Physical verification of these invaluable documents has not been conducted to ensure that they con- 
tinue to be in the possession of the University. 

The Central Library along with other sectional Libraries (Nos. 9) has 2,83,586 books valued at Rs. 38 -75 
lakhs as on 31st March, 1978, as per accession register. In terms of a directive from the University Grants Commis- 
sion 20% of the Library book must be verified every year to complete the cycle in 5 years. There are no records 
to indicate that the physical verification of the library Books has been completed even once. 

The University nominated (March, 1978) the Internal Audit Officer for physical verification of four depart- 
ments viz. Rabindra Bhavana, Kala-Bhavana, Engineering Department and Science Department (Engineering and 
Science departments were subsequently withdrawn in June, 1978.) 

Report of physical verification actually conducted and action taken on the same are awaited.

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9. Transport Department 

The Transport Department of the University which, is under the supervision of the Public Relations Officer, 
maintains 12 vehicles including a bus. The scrutiny of the records relating to maintenance of the vehicles revealed 
the following 

(a) The log books did not bear evidence of having been reviewed by Senior Officers. 

(b) Distances between some places were found to vary substantially in 73 cases test-checked vide Anncxurt— ‘A’ 
for illustrative cases. 

(c) Distance between places had been heavily inflated frequently vide examples in Anncxure- — A. The distance 
between Santiniketan and Sriniketan to and from which is only 9 kms. was shown in the log book as 127 kms. 
in one case. 

(d) Fuel had been supplied on eight occasions to a vehicle which did not make any journey. 

(e) Fuel costing Rs. 7,384 -57 purchased during 1977-78 was not accounted for in the relevant log books vide An- 
nexure — ‘B\ 

(f) Erasing/Over-writing in various columns of the log Books was indulged in frequently. 

(g) The log books did not contain any column to indicate whether the journey was for private or official purpose. 

The University in its reply stated (December, 1978) that all the irregularities in the Transport Department 
had been referred to the Internal Audit Officer for a thorough investigation. 

10. Theft 

There have been cases of theft of University property in the last five years. A few cases are given below : — 

(i) Heavy metal bell from Gour Prangana : 

(ii) Utensils from Patha-Bhavana Refectory; 

(iii) Utensils from Nanda-Sadana Refectory; 

(iv) Eight bags of fertiliser (Urea and Sufala) from Agricultural Farm; 

(v) Wheat and barley from Agricultural Farm. 

Detailed record indicating inter-alia the monetary value of the items lost were not furnished to Audit by the 
University. The University stated (December, 1978) that Police reports on investigation of tie theft cates were 
awaited resulting in delay in taking departmental action if any. 

11. Refectories in the University 

The University has been running 6 refectories from 1-2-1971, of which one (the Patha Bhavana refectory) 
was being run by the University prior to that date also. All the refectories have been running at a loss since 1971-72, 
the loss incurred in 1975-76, 1976-77 and 1977-78 being Rs. 1,66,821 '33, Rs. 46,532 -30 and Rs. 1,31,997 ’33 res- 
pectively. The accumulate loss over the years stood at Rs. 9,49,166-97 as on 31-3-1978, 

The University stated (December, 1978) that it had since been decided to introduce a messing system with effect 
from 1-1-1979 in all the refectories excepting the Patha-Bhavana refectory. 

12. Purchase of Library Books 

The University had been purchasing books by inviting quotations from Book sellcrs/publishcrs so as to obtain 
fair and competitive rates, the discount so obtained ranging between 15% and 30% off the printed prices. This 

5 tractive of making purchases of books on the basis of competitive quotations was discontinued by the University 
fom May 1977 and in 1977-78 it purchased books of value of Rs. 9 lakhs from a local book seller at a discount 
of 10%. Communication received each year by the University from the University Grants Commission intcralia 
indicated the decision that 10% discount was to be allowed by the retail book sellers on all books/publications both 
foreign and Indian (including all languages) except those which were ‘no discount’ and ‘short discount’ books. 
The University added (December 1978) that a revival of the earlier procedure of purchasing books on the basis of 
competitive quotations was under consideration. 

13. Hostel Accommodation 

The University had no record showing names of students to whom hostel accommodation had been allotted 
together with details of rooms/beds actually occupied, rooms/beds not allottcd/eccupicd, fees due and realised frem 
the occupants, arrears etc. 

According to the agenda papers of the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) meeting No, II of 1978-79 held on 
28-8-78 there had been cases of continued stay of studenls in hostels even after finishing their academic courses, 
occupation of double-bedded rooms by a student each leaving a bed vacant, etc. 

In the absence of hostel-wise boarders lists, however, the University had no precise information regarding 
rooms/beds occupied in the above manner nor the fees recoverable on this account. The University stated (Decem- 
ber 1978) that reorganisation of hostel accommodation was under process.
